order to Know what a tract of 
timber is worth it is necessary to know 
the value of the products. Not only 
should the general uses of the different} 
kinds of woéd be known, but careful | 
attention should be given to any spec-| 
jal use for given kinds or Sizes of 
trees which may result in increased 
value. The market for wood lot tim- 
ber is chiefly for ties, poles firewood, 
posts, piles, rails, lumber and very fre- 
quently in the round for pulp wood, 
acid factories and box manufacturers, 
while special kinds, such ag fine white 
oak, ash, seeond growlt hickory, cher-| 
ry, etc, havea large number of special 
uses, such as in the vehicle industry, 
furniture making, ete. It is again 
urged that owners should be particular 
to inquire into their special markets | 
both for the different kinds of timber, 
and for the most profitable form into, 
which given sized trees may be work- 
ed. By taking advantage of this they 
cain very frequently double the price

AMERICAN FACTORIES 
LOOK:NG TO THE WEST 


Great Interest in Western Canada on 

Part of United States Captaina 

of Indusgries—Iinquirles Made 

Possibly in no previous year has so 
niuch interest been shown in the pos- 
sibilities of manufacture in Western 
Canada as 
year. The Industrial Bureau, Winni- 
peg, has been persistently carrying on 
an advertising campaign, 
view of bringing manufacturing con- 
cerns to this city, and according to a 
recent report from Commissioner 
C. F, Roland, the arguments advanced 
seem to appeal to manufacturers from 
the great number of enquiries re- 
ceived asking for definite information 
as regards manufacturing possibili- 
ties in almost a hundred different com- 
modities. From Connecticut we find 
enquiries regarding tlie establishment 
of a malleable iron foundry. A Chicago 
concern, manufacturing elevators and 
conveying machinery requests a 
special report. As many as seven 
enquiries in 15 days were received 
relative to pgssibilities for manufac: 
turing automobiles and motor trucks. 
Conservative Holland is investigating 
the possibilities of starting a plant for 
the utilization of flax straw products. 
From Massachusetts they ask regard- 
ing the chances for heating appliances, 
from Iowa regarding chemical manu- 
facturing. Iowa sends several re- 
quests from farm machinery factories, 
while a large English organization 
propose the erection of a factory for 
producing household goods. Another 
old-established firm in England, manu- 
tacturers of, rope, binder twine, etc., 
fancy that Winnipeg* would prove an 
ideal spot to locate a branch. or 
more interest to the implement trade 
is the fact of firms engaged in thai 
business making enquiries, one a gas 
engine concern established in Phila- 
delphia for the past 40 years. Re- 
garding such, Commissioner Roland 
says: 

“Most reliable results were obtained 
from that part of the advertising cam- 
paign covering agricultural imple- 
ments, wagons, carriages, etc. Nine 
enquiries are in hand asking tor in 
formation as regards the possibilities 
for manufacturing farm wagons, car 
riages, buggies and spring Wagons 
here. From Milwaukee and from Lan- 
sing and Trenton, Mich.; from Port 
land and from Mason City, lowa, arc 
five inquiries as regards the manu- 
facture of stationary and portable en- 
gines and oil tractors. A large churn 
manufacturing company of Ohio also, 
asks for definite information.” 

Thus is Canada securing the fruits 
of a stable tariff policy. The develop- 
ment of diversified industries in the 
urban communities of the West is the 
surest foundation for successful mixed 
farming, and while many of the in- 
quiries received at Winnipeg, Regina, 
Calgary and other Western cities do 
not always result immediately in the 
rearing of factory chimneys, in a com- 
paratively few years the visitor to the 
West will hear the hum of machinery 
{in busy workshops in Western com- 
munities just as he does now in Mon- 
treal, Toronto and elsewhere,

There is no 
longer the slightest pretence that the 
campaign pledge for a reduction tn 
food prices will materialize. Presi- 


dent Wilson himself has admitted that | 


the only possible reduction will be in 
the case of free sugar, which 
hot become operative until 
years have elapsed, 

There is not a member of the 
House and Senate who now contends 
that the cost of living will be reduced. 
They all admit frankly that the cost 
of living is not attributable to the 
tariff, but to natural conditions which 
exist In every country in the world. 
Some of President Wilson's visitors 
have been pointing out to him that 
the Democratic party will soon be 
called to account for the continued 
high prices, but the President replied 
that the Democratic party had done 
all it could towards bringing about a 
reduction,

Bran, etc., Higher in States—Possib! 
Depletion of Needed Canadian 
Supplies 
The biggest question of all perhap 
In the free wheat controversy is tha 
of millfeeds or offal, it seems rathe: 
unreasonable that just at this time 
when there is such a necessity for 
renewed activity in cattle raising, we 


should take action which would re 
sult in depleting our already toc 
meagre supply of mill feeds, The 


raising of cattle and all its allied in 
dustries, such as dairying and egs 
producing, are dependent on an abun: 
dant and reasonably priced supply of 
mill feeds. At the present time the 
dairy farmer in the Eastern Town- 
ships or Hastern Ontario is paying 
about $20 to $21 per ton for bran and 
has difficulty in getting supplies ow- 
ing to the fact that the price across 
the border in the New England States 
is much higher.* In that district the 
Canadian miller can realize from $1 
to $2.25 more per ton by selling in 
the United states after paying freight 
and all other charges, If the duty 
were taken off, prices in Canada would 
necessarily be forced uy o those of 
the United States and Canadian far. 
mers would probably pay from $8 to 
$5 more per ton for their feeds and 
would have a smaller supply from 
which to draw. 
Milling Boosts Mixed Farming 

Turning to Western Canada, we have 
seen mills spring up in Moose Jaw, 
Calgary, Medicine Hat and many other 
points in the West in the past few 
years. These have been an unmixed 
blessing for the Western Grain Grower 
and the mixed farmer alike. The 
local demand for milling wheat ha: 
stiffened the price in every milling 
centre. It has relieved the car short 
age question, It has provided a suppl; 
or mill feeds right at the door of the 
farmer who owns cattle, something 
that he did not have west of Winni 
peg until two years ago. Nearly every 
one is agreed that before the Wes 
will be on sound lines it must raisc 
more cattle. That a movement in thiy 
direction is already started is shows 
by the fact that the entire offal out 
put of the Ogilvie mill at Medicine 
Hat is absorbed readily within a few 
miles of that eity, and the demand lL. 
for still more, If we take the duty 
off, many of the mills in Wester 
Canada will have to close down, o 
at least lessen their production, # 
It Is obvious that if the United State: 
miller comes In and takes some o 
the trade there will not be as mucl. 
trade for the Canadian miller, The 
Minneapolis mills aYe particularly 
well situated to compete with th 
Canadian mills under free trade con 
ditions in Western Canada, and every 
bag of flour they sell in Canada not 


of the Canadian mill in the West, but, 
more important, reduces the amount 
of feeds available for Cunadian cattle, 


In granting Great Bfitain fifty per 
cent. preference, or free trade, the 
consumer would not notice the benefit,

Punctuation Marks 
Punctuation by means of stops and

The black fox is probably the most 
valuable fur bearing animal in exis- 
tence today, and its comparative 
rarity, coupled with the uncertainty 
in the supply of skins as taken by 
the Indians and trappers each year, 
has turned the attention of fur men 
throughout the western provinces to 
the possibilities that lie in the rais- 
ing of these animals in captivity. 

Although this business of raising 
black foxes, is by no means new, 
having been carried on in Prince Ed- 
ward Island for some twenty years, it 
was not until recently that men ‘n 
the western provinces became alive to 
the profits that exist in this indus- 
try. 

The influx of a large number »f 
buyers from Eastern Canada, and the 
United States during the seasons of 
1912 and 1913. however, started a 
boom. The great number of live 
foxes brought down from the north 
during that time, and the huge sums 
paid In many cases for these animals 
when delivered to Athabasca Landing, 
and Edmonton, instantly brought the 
business wide publicity. 

The boom reachec its height dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1913. 
During the months from March to 
September of last year, over half a 
million dollars was invested in fox 
puppies, and grown animals of the 
black and silver grey varieties.

TRY OUT PLANS 


A Preliminary Trial Expedition to be 
Made to Norway to Test Rations and 
Equipment Before Leaving For the 
Antarctic Cont'nent. 

With the thoroughness which has 
always characterized his work, Sir 
Ernest Shackleton is about to make a 
preliminary trial expedition under Arc- 
tic conditions in the glaciers of Nor- 
way. This will b> for the special pur- 
pose of testing the rations for his trip 
across the Antarctic continent, which 
he hopes to make in four and a half 
months’ time. 

No party ever started out, without 
having food depots, to make such a 
distance as that in a straight line, but 
Sir Ernest and his men have made 
special preparations for the attempt. 
They have, with the aid of the Royal 
Army Medical corps, evolved the “per- 
fect ration.” It will average only 
thirty-five ounces daily, as compared 
with the three pounds or more con- 
sumed by the average man, but it is 
believed it represents the highest nu- 
tritive value for polar travel. 

Sir Ernest will be accompanied by 
five members of his staff when he goes 
to Norway ic conduct . experiments 
with these rations and also test his 
tents and motor sleds. 

The party will don polar kit and 
travel among the glaciers. While the 
cold will not be as intense as in the 
polar regions, the country will furnish 
the same sort of sudden blizzards as 
are experienced in the Antarctic. The 
party will test the effect and poteacy 
of the rations in most detailed fashion. 

Shackleton’s new ship, the Endur- 
ance, has been almost completely fit- 
ted in Norway and will arrive at the 
London docks ths month. It is eighteen 
fect longer than his last ship, Nimrod. 
It is a beautiful specimen of wooden 
shipbuilding, and probably the last of 
its class that will be constructed. Its 
whole kee! is made of solid oak five 
and a half feet thick, and its sides are 
two feet thick. It belongs to the bark- 
entine class, has the latest triple ex- 
pansion engines and will steam ten 
knots an hour.

On account of the moon's 
small size compared with the sun the 
shadow cast by the moon is a cone, 
and the point of this cone just baraly 
reaches the earth. , + 

In the August eclipse the diameter 
of the vone at the earth’s surface is 
only 85 miles, so that the eclipse is 
visible, as total only in a belt about 
85 miles wide stre:ching over the coun- 
tries named above.

Following the wide publicity given 
the various big deals, business men, 
as well as fur buyers and traders, in 
Northern Alberta turned their ‘atten- 
tions to the business, and fox farming 
{is now stepping into the ranks as a 
very important industry. 

Ten companies, with a combined 
capital appreaching a million dol- 
lars, are now operating in the prov- 
ince. Ranches have been started in 
several districts in North and Cen- 
tral Alberta where conditions are 
said to be fdeal for the rearing of 
these expensive little animals. 

The enormous export of live black 
foxes durii:; the pest two years did 
not, however, go unwatched by the 
government. During the winter sit- 
ting of the prov.ncial house of Al- 
berta a Dill was passed prohibiting 
the taking of the animals from April 
to November. As the puppies are 
whelped at the latter end of April, 
and during the month of May, this 
law gives them sufficient time to 
Brow large cnough to avoid the dig- 
ging out process, which, in the last 
two years, has been go successfuily 
resorted to by trappers. 

Permits must be now secured from 
the office of the provincial game 
warden by people desiring to take 
foxes during the close season. 

It is now algo illegal for any per- 
son to export live foxes beyond the 
boundary of the province without 
first obtaining a permit. The cost of 
a permit in respect to animals raised 
on fur farms in the province {is $15, 
and in the case of animals not rear- 
ed on the farms $10¢ for every black 
or silver fox exported, and $15 for 
any other species of the fox family. 
These last two regulations are in the 
way of protection for provincial brecd- 
ers.—Family Herald and Weekly Star.

Homesteader’s Taxes in the West 

A number of complaints have been 
reecived by the minister of the inter- 
for, Ottawa, from homesteaders in 


| Saskatchewan fo the effect that they 


are being charged for taxes agairst 
their homesteads prior to their receiv- 
ing patents for the same and on home- 
steads which have been abandoned 
and where the second homesteaders 
have béen billed for the taxes levied 
during the previous year. The follow- 
ing memorandum was drawn up by the 
department and readin the house of 
commons the othe: day by the minist- 
er, Dr. Roche: 

‘A few settlers have complained to 
the department that they were being 
required to pay taxes which became 
due before they secured entries for 
the lands which they now hold. This 
appeared to us to bo quite unfair, 
and it was decided to communicate 
with the deputy minister of municipal 
affairs at Regina on the subject. He 
now Writes back that if a homestead 
has been abandoned or cancelled all 
arrears of taxes are written off, so 
that the next entrant is not required 
to pay these taxes. Owing to the fact, 
however, that there is always some 
delay experienced in finding out what 
entries have been cancelled, there are 
cases where the new entrant issserved 
for the payment of taxes which he does 
not owe himself, but upon his mak- 
ing proper representations to the rural 
municipality secretary, the matter is 
always satisfactorily arranged. It is 
not necessary to have to make any fur- 
ther inquiry su far as this feature is 
concerne] because We are now put in 
a position to advise any person whu 
may make a complaint what course he 
should follow in order to secure re- 
dress.”
